At the end of this time ha 
was granted his Ph.D. In 1032, on 
the same Fellowship, Dr. Selye 
came to the Department of Bio- 
chemistry at McGiU.

Col. Hutnik Urges Greato* 
Student Effort in War 



Dr. Martin Asks for 
League of Nations 
Branch at McGill 



Three hundred students ' met in 
Moyse Hall yesterday to join other 
universities throughout the world 
in the observance of November 17 
as the International Day of Stu- 
dents. The assembly was addressed 
by Col. Hutnik, Chief of the Czecho- 
slovak Mission ' to Canada. The 
speaker described the history of 
Czechoslovak education and culture 
and its centuries old struggle 
against the German 'Drang Nach 
Osten*. 

Hie massacre of Cieehoslovak 
students In 1039 he said were 'only 
a part of this struggle and were a 
natural outcome of the Qerman 
program of annihilating all centres 
of culture and education in the oc- 
cupied countries. During the twenty 
years ot independence Czeehosloyf 
akia made great strides forward ^in 
all fields of government, education 
and social progress, the speaker 
said, and was fully prepared to do- 
fend herself without compromising 
with the aggressors. She had been, 
however, oiitmanoeuvered and ren- 
dered defenceless to the defeat of 
world diplomacy at Munich in 
1636. Despito this, the people con- 
ttoue to resist both at home and by 
their army abroad. Foremost in this 
resistance are' the' students and edu- 
cated classes, against- whom the 
Germans have directed their most 
vicious attacks. 

Although he had witnessed thu 
student massacres in Praha, Col. 
Hutoik did not describe them to 
deiail but urged the meeting to 
dww, inspiration frcmi . the example 
MS0ÊÊ/mA (tt.£aM CMt;<i '. 



Science Club 
Hears Thompson 

Coeds Addreiied 
On Nutrition 
During Wartime 

The third meeting of the Wo- 
men's Science Club was held yes- 
terday in the R.V.C. Common Room. 
Dr. Thompson of the Biochemistry 
Dept., was the guest speaker. 

The President opened the meet- 
ing by welcoming the guests, and 
explaining that hereafter lists would 
be posted in the Arts, Chemistry, 
and Biology buildings ; before cocli 
meeting. Any student expecting to 
come must sign these lists, as the 
executive must know how much 
food to order. 

The subject of Dr. Thompson's 
address was "Nutrition, the Gov- 
ernment and the People." He be- 
gan by tracing: the living habits ot 
our earliest ancestors up tmlil the 
present day. He showed how em- 
phasis on the nutritive value . of 
food showed itself particularly 
after the Great War, so that dur- 
ing this war we are better equip- 
ped to feed a large population, both 
military and civilian, with the max- 
imum benefit on the mtoimum 
quantity of food. He also com- 
pared the different attitudes ot the 
British and Canadian Governments 
to the food situation. In Britoin 
the accent is on the nutritive value, 
and in Canada it is on the economic 
value. Until every gbvcrnmcnt; he 
said, concerned itself with the wel- 
fare of its own people, rather than 
the welfare of big business, we 
would not hav« true eiyUisatlon. '

F. Mercer and D. Rcnnle tied for 
fourth place. 

"We are now engaged In a strug- 
gle for liberty," stated Mahabir. 
"What are we doing?" he asked. "We 
are giving up some luxuries, but on 
the whole, students are quite un- 
aware of the needs of the present 
situation.- As far as military training 
Is Nncêrnèd, most sttidents are con- 
centrating on their studies rather 
than on military training."

SUCCESS IN COLLEGE HINGES 
ON HOME UFE. 



Habits and motives that are ac* 
quired in the home play an Im* 
porUnt part in success or failure 
in college. That Is one of the main 
conclusions of "What It Takes to 
Make Good in College," a pamphlet 
published by the Public Affairs 
Committee, 30 Rockefeller Plaza, 
New York. 

Prepared by Samuel L. HanUl* 
ton, professor of education at New 
York University, the pamphlet 
summarizes the findings ot "From 
School to College," a study In tran* 
sitlon experience made in 40 typi- 
cal men's colleges under the su* 
pervlsion of the Yale . University 
Department ot Religious Education. 

It finds that college "success," as 



dIstinguUhed from the mere get- 
ting of grades, is dependent chief* 
ly on four characteristics— purpose, 
social adjustment, ability «to make 
decisions, and sensitivity. Studente 
having these four characterUtlcs 
made the grade yrlthout difficulty. 
Those lacking in all four were, as a 
rule, flunked out by the middle ot 
their first year. 

Although these characterUtlcs 
were found to be affected by^nuuiy 
things, home Influences were seen 
as particularly Important Good re* 
latlonshlps with parents, brothers 
and sisters were found to be im* 
portant for success. Those vvbo 
found that their parenU were mod- 
erately interested in their affairs, 
rather than indlfefrent or over- 



soUdtous, were the best*BdJusted 
group in college. 

"A curious indication ot good 
home adjustment," the pamphlet 
poinU out, "is a' liking. for the sub- 
ject of EnglUhL Narrow reading in* 
teresls seemed to go with poor home 
adjustment, whether reading was 
limited to newspapers only, to 
books and magazines only, or to 
newspapers and magazines only." 

High achievement U personality 
aUo seemed usually to carry with 
It high achievement in other areas. 
In light ot thU it U interesting to 
note ,that "frequency ot attendance 
at movies— seven or more time.* a 
month — was a sign ot -poor per- 
sonality, as was also frequency of 
Indulgence in card games. 'Bull ses-
